The above is a partial quote from the open- 
ing paragraph of an article in this issue. It is 
just an intreductory remark. The author doesn’t 
develop that point except to show there is a 
vreat need for scientific management. 

As with most truths, it is simply stated. So 
much so, it may be glossed over. This recalls a 
suggestion by a Cedar Rapids reader that we 
“uncover the covered.” So let's examine the 
importance of this true statement. 

\ basic truth is a wonderful thing. Not only 
is it a proved fact, it is a rule for personal 
conduct: usually workable backward or forward. 
lo demonstrate, consider the latter part of the 
quotation: “—the volume of information needed 
is becoming more and more complex.” 

Hardly a day foes by that someone doesn't 
come up with one or more new ideas that will 
solve some problem or advance toward its solu- 
tion. New tests, techniques. processes and prod- 
ucts are being introduced continually. Each 
increases the “volume of information to be 
learned.” 

Consider now the person who is out of touch 
with these developments: If he is a staff man. 
he may be doing his job the hard way: unaware 
that there is a better way. This may be costing 
his firm more money than he earns. Under 
these conditions, his advancement is impossible. 

Consider the department head: His operations 
may be bottlenecked internally or adversely 
affect related departments. His costs may be

His com- 
pany may have many competitors but none so 
deadly as that one department. Not only is it 
like a group of termites weakening the entire 
company structure, it actually sabotages the 
efforts of the efficient departments. It may make 
it impossible for the sales department to meet 
competitive prices, quality or promptness of 
product delivery. 

Yop management is not exempt. Presidents 
and vice presidents can be. and are, fired by 
their directors and stockholders when their 
businesses are managed inefficiently and un- 
profitably. Even when companies earn a profit. 
stockholders may demand a change in manage- 
ment for greater earnings. And it’s a sad case 
when top management doesn't know which way 
to turn for improvements. 

Now let's consider that one of these people 
has an awakening. It will take a lot of research 
to catch up. He must burn much midnight oil. 
It can be done—if there is time. 

Having acquired all that back knowledge is 
his suecess assured? No. The backslider merely 
becomes a contemporary. 

Nothing more? 

Nothing more. Now. he must turn to the first 
part of our quotation: “More and more science 
is being applied to the solution of industrial 
problems...” He must apply his full knowledge 
to his problem — and most important — come 
up with his own “science.”

Two Points of Law 
To The Editor: 

A rather interesting warehouse 
legal case has developed with our 
Toronto member warehouse, Terminal 
Warehouses Limited, which involves 
two points of law: 

1. Verbal notification of removal of 
merchandise, and, 

2. Limitation of liability where the 
warehouse receipt was mailed to the 
bank direct and not to the customer. 

I would like to receive your com- 
ments as to whether any similar cases 
have taken place in the United States 
and also your suggestions as to how 
to avoid similar situations that would 
provide legal loopholes for a customer 
to claim damages.

Such a limitation not received by 
the owner of the stored goods is not 
valid in the United States. In fact, 
some higher courts have held that a 
limitation clause is not valid unless 
received and accepted by the owner 
of the goods before the same are in 
storage. 

Re garding your questions on verbal 
notifications, I do not have a copy of 
the Canada laws and I feel certain 
your lawyers can properly advise you. 
I shall mnake special effort in the fu- 
ture to locate a new higher court de- 
cision from the Advance Sheets on 
this subject of law...

CARRIER OUTPUT ESTIMATED—Level of 
rail freight car production should be more than 
6,000 a month in the current year, official government 
forecasts say. But the output of motor trucks is to 
slacken by three per cent and truck-trailers by five 
per cent in the first half-year. Tonnage of ocean 
vessels under contract to U. S. yards will rise slightly. 
Aircraft producers start off the year with a $19- 
billion backlog in orders for airframes and compo- 
nents. 


NASH BECOMES DEPUTY—Bradley Nash, 
a Harpers Ferry, W. Va., resident who has served 
in a number of federal posts, succeeds Brig. Gen. 
Thomas B. Wilson as Deputy Under Secretary of 
Commerce for Transportation. Mr. Nash was until 
recently the Deputy Assistant Secretary of the Air 
Force for civil aviation. 


BARGE TONNAGE BOOMS—Inland water- 
ways in the U. S. this year will carry 20 per cent 
more freight by barge than in the record year 1956 
unless strikes or other major difficulties occur. That’s 
the outlook as seen by the American Waterways 
Operators, Inc., which calls attention to the indus- 
try’s first 100 billion ton-mile year. This record was 
achieved in 1956 despite the steel strike and low- 
water interference. 


STORAGE NEED EASES—Government grain 
storage buying seems to have passed its peak. But 
space will be tight in some areas next summer when 
the government takes over stocks of 1956 corn from 
farmers, the U. S. Agriculture Dept. believes. The 
agency can shelter 984 million bu of grain in its 
own bins, 302 million in on-farm storage, and 180 
million in commercial warehouses. Anchored ships 
are housing 83 million bu of surplus wheat. 


UP GETS SPOKANE ROAD—Union Pacific 
RR Co. is granted ICC permission to take control of 
the Spokane International RR Co., which offers a 
rail entrance into British Columbia. The transaction 
permitted will involve about $5.5 million in Union 
Pacific stock. Connecting point for the UP and 
Spokane International is at Spokane. Share in 2on- 
trol of the Spokane line was sought by the Northern 
Pacific and the Great Northern. 


SEE CARLOADING RISE—Carloadings of 
revenue rail freight in the current quarter are to 
be greater by 3.7 per cent than those in the first 
three months of 1956, predict the shippers’ advisory 
boards. Cars loaded with 32 principal commodities are 


expected to exceed seven million, bettering the num- 
ber for the comparable quarter by more than 200,000. 
Loadings in all of 1956 amounted to 37.8 million 
cars, surpassing the 1955 total by one half of one 
per cent. 


HAULING COST SHOWN—Transportation is 
accounting for a larger part of the consumer’s food 
dollar. Figures compiled by the U. S. Agriculture 
Dept. for 1955 show that 8¢ of every food dollar went 
for transportation, compared to less than 6¢ in 1945. 
But the added processing of food does not increase 
the hauler’s portion of the retail price. His share of 
the final price of unprocessed products he hauls ac- 
tually is higher. 


COAL SHIPS DELAYED—Labor disputes in 
January slowed plans of American Coal Shipping, 
Inc., (ACS), to start moving coal to Europe in Lib- 
erty ships chartered from the government. One 
Liberty owned, rather than chartered, by ACS was 
unloading coal in Italy early in January. When the 
30 ships ACS requested from the government are 
ready for sea, the firm will ask for 50 more. 


DENY PIER PAYMENTS—Government ship- 
pers learn from the U.S. Supreme Court that the 
railroads need not give them a rate allowance for 
wharfage services on federal export freight. The 
court upholds an ICC ruling that the roads were 
correct in collecting the same rate for Army and 
private export shipments through Norfolk, Va. Denied 
an allowance for pier services it provided, the Army 
charged the roads with an IC Act violation. 


FUEL AGENCY FORMED—Commercia! stor- 
age and services for military petroleum stocks are to 
be arranged now through the new Military Petroleum 
Supply Agency (MPSA). This office replaces the 
Armed Services Petroleum Purchasing Agency, form- 
ally disbanded early this year. The MPSA also has 
responsibilities in the procurement, inspection and 
cataloging of petroleum and in the coordination of 
distribution systems. 


FOOD HINTS RELATED—Facts on prevent- 
ing spoilage of fresh and frozen farm products 
hauled by truck are discussed at length in a new 
government handbook. Effective methods for loading 
these items in trucks and trailers are suggested. 
Office of Information, U. S. Agriculture Dept., Wash- 
ington 25, will supply single copies of Agriculture 
Handbook No. 105, “Protection of Perishable Foods 
During Transportation by Truck.”

SITUATION of far reaching 
significance is developing in 
the airfreight field. It in- 

volves the much debated principle 
of carrier vs. government rate 
making. 

In 1948, 
carriers were temporarily certifi- 
cated by the CAB. At that time the 
CAB placed a floor under rates. It 
set minimums of 16 cents per ton- 
mile for the first 1000 ton-miles of 
any one shipment, and 13 cents a 
ton-mile for all additional ton- 
miles of any one shipment. 

This was done to prevent un-

Such an action, under present 
competitive conditions, would im- 
pel the other carriers to withdraw 
their proposal to avoid loss of po- 
sition if they attempted to charge 
higher rates than American. This 
is the play of competition, one car- 
rier against another in rates and 
service, on which shippers have a 
right to rely. 

Having before been protected by 
the CAB in the matter of minimum 
rates, it is not surprising that one 
of the all-cargo carriers, Flying 
Tiger Line, then appealed to the 
Board to require American to go 
along with the others through pro- 
vision of a new set of minima. 

This latest move of an all-cargo 
carrier virtually is a request that 
the Board assume a basic function 
of management—the setting of 
rates. 

For the Board to 
valuable tool of management is 
contrary to the intent of Congress 
in the Act of 1938.

DECISION often faced in the

As for maximum length of trac- 
tor-trailer haul, there is no limit 
except time. A _ tractor, fully 
loaded, moves at about 3 mph. 
Therefore, hauls of a mile or more 
would consume much time. These 
long operations are shipping 
rather than materials handling. 

At the General Electric Co. 
plant in Schenectady, N. Y., how- 
ever, an industrial tractor-trailer 
train carried 60 oil furnaces, 
three per trailer, between final as- 
sembly and the warehouse, a dis- 
tance of *4 mile. Excellent floor 
conditions permitted this use. The 
haul was economical.

The third basis to consider in 
deciding when to use industrial 
trucks with trailers is cost. 

Here are approximate average 
factors for figuring whether or 
not a tractor-trailer system would 
be economical for a given opera- 
tion. If these figures show the 
application to be economical, spe- 
cific figures should be obtained. 

1. Under ideal conditions 
(smooth, level concrete floors) a 
trailer load of one ton requires 40 
Ib of drawbar pull by a tractor. 
To make the calculation on this 
basis, estimate that the actual 
terrain, without steep grades, will 
double the drawbar pull for ideal 
conditions. 

2. Trailer weight varies with 
design. The most popular type of 
trailer the two -ton - capacity 
caster-steer unit—weighs about 
500 lb. Trailers designed for spe- 
cial duty usually weigh more.

Under general railroad practice, 
a terminal (the switching limits 
of a station) is considered a unit. 
Rates published for application 
from the station apply from all 
points within the terminal.

where it can be avoided.? 

To accord equal services to in- 
dustries in the same _ industrial 
district is one of the prime rea- 
sons for maintaining the same 
general level of rates or charges 
to all points within that district.*' 

Section 2 of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act is directed primaril 
against discrimination between 
shippers located in the same com 
munity. It is aimed to put all ship 
pers within a district upon a sub- 
stantial equality.*! The Commis- 
sion has on occasion required a

Restrictions 


A railroad has no right by tar- 
iff to include within a switching 
district tracks over which the car- 
rier has no right to operate as a 
common carrier, or which cannot 
be served by other common carri- 
ers through switching arrange- 
ments.” 

Where a carrier serves certain 
industries located adjacent to the 
tracks of another carrier, over 
which it operates under trackage 
rights, it is justified in canceling 
switching charges between those 
industries and connecting line- 
haul carriers. The Act cannot un- 
dertake to equalize conditions and 
advantages among shippers dif- 
ferently located.*+ 

A point cannot properly be a 
separate station and also within 
the limits of another switching 
district. Carriers violate the Com- 
mission’s tariff rules by maintain- 
ing line-haul point 
within the switching limits of an- 
other station. Such publication of

rates is duplication, likely to re- 
sult in conflict.*° 

A carrier may, however, include 
a station point in its switching 
district as to one industry, and 
exclude it as to others. Also, an 








Switching District Limits 


There is a limit beyond which the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion should not require a switching district to be extended.

industry may be embraced in the 
switching district of one carrier 
and not in that of another serving 
the same point.*® 

Widening of a _ terminal’s 
switching limits to include points 
formerly local stations on the rail- 
road made that railroad a switch- 
ing line in respect to shipments 
delivered to connecting lines at 
that terminal. This justified the 
application of the line-haul rates 
from the terminal.*? 

Propesed narrowing of switch- 
ing district limits to exclude a 
certain point, thereby eliminating 
the necessity of absorbing switch- 
ing charges, was found not justi- 
fied. In this case carriers were 
contemporaneously absorbing 
switching charges on like traffic 
from another point for like and 
contemporaneous services under 
similar conditions.* 

A showing that Newport News 
was local to the Chesapeake and 
Ohio and that joint rates applied 
did not justify the non-absorption 
of switching charges to that point. 
Newport News and Norfolk-Ports- 
mouth were declared in reality 
parts of a single port area. 

Distance is a factor in deter- 
mining the extent of switching 
limits. It is not, however, a con- 
trolling factor.4° More important 
considerations have to do with in- 
dustrial development.?! 

Failure of railroad to include 


within switching limits points of 
shipment and delivery within a 
five-mile radius of the station was 
found unduly preferential of com- 
peting points with the limits.*- 
Five-mile switching hauls, from 
carrier’s yard or from its inter- 
change with connecting lines, are 
not excessive for performance un- 
der line-haul rates.4* Where com- 
plaining an industry was approxi- 
mately four miles from an indus- 
trial section, and located in a 
strictly residential section, the 
Commission found the disabilities 
that complainant suffered were 
due to its location.** 
Though a_ certain 
zone happened to be 20 miles dis- 
tant by rail, it was found to be in- 
dustrially, economically, and phys- 
ically a part of the industrial dis- 
trict of the city. The Commission 
found it to be in the public inter- 
est that such zone be included 
within the switching district.*° 
Though the switching movement 
might take place over a very short 
distance, the switching road still 
is entitled to receive a reasonable 


industrial 


charge for this movement.*® 

The very nature of switching 
rates, applying within an indus- 
trial district for hauls of varying 
lengths on an all-commodity basis, 
involves disregard of distance.** 

Average hauls in the larger 
switching districts will, of course, 
be longer than in the smaller dis- 


tricts. Average hauls in the very 
large districts, like Chicago, would 
be such as to suggest that they 
are in effect line hauls. They 
would be line hauls but for the 
fact that they are performed 
within a switching district of un- 
usual size.** 

A carrier has the right to limit 
the distance to which it will switch 
over its terminals. So long as this 
limitation does not result in un- 
due prejudice to shippers over its 
line, the carrier is acting within 
its rights.*% 

A railroad serving a particular 
plant is under no compulsion to 
forego the origination or delivery 
of traffic at that plant in favor of 
a competing carrier merely be- 
cause service by the latter in- 
shorter move-

Line-Haul vs. Switching 

Often there is a dispute as to 
whether a service is line-haul or 
switching, and the switching dis- 
trict is not clearly defined. In such 
cases, the Commission will deter- 
mine the limits to be those within 
which the carrier actually per- 
forms the switching service.*! 

Certain factors have influenced 
findings in disputes over whether 
service is line-haul or switching. 
Length of haul is not always the 
determining factor. A road-haul 
movement may be very short and 
may be performed within the cor- 
porate limits of a city.°- 

A fair test is to

the supervision of a yard master, 
it is a switching service. If it is 
handled under regular billing in 
trains subject to control of a train 
dispatcher, it is a line-haul.** 

The absorption by line-haul car- 
riers of charges for the movement 
between a plant and the junction, 
together with the payment of per 
diem reclaims to the short line, is 
an indication that the service is 
regarded as switching. Charges 
for road-haul transportation can- 
not lawfully be absorbed.®? Man- 
ner of publishing the charge does 
not determine whether a particu- 
lar movement is’ line-haul or 
switching.

Division 3 of the ICC in a motor 
passenger pooling case used the 
definition of the word “pool” as 
quoted from the Century Diction- 
ary by the court: 

“A combination of the interests 


of several otherwise competing 
parties, such as rival transporta- 


tion lines, in which all take com- 
mon ground as regards the public 
and distribute the profits of the 
business among’ themselves 
equally or according to special 
agreement. In this sense, pooling 
is a system of reconciling con- 
flicting interests and of obviating 
ruinous competition by which the 
several competing parties or com- 
panies throw their revenue into 
one common fund, which then is 
divided or distributed among the 
members of the pool on a basis 
of percentage of proportions pre- 
viously agreed upon or deter- 
mined by arbitration.” 


History of Pooling 


Railroads had used_ pooling 
agreements prior to the passage of 
the Act to Regulate Commerce in 
1887. That act prohibited pooling 
because it was felt that such 
agreements restrained competition. 

The antipooling provision con- 
tained in the original Act was 
modified with the passage of the 
Transportation Act of 1920. This 
provided that pooling agreements 
could be carried out under the 
authorization of the Commission 
provided such agreements: 

1. Would be in the interest of 
better service to the public; 

2. Would result in economy of 
operations; 

3. Would not 
competition. 

The Transportation Act of 1940 
made it unlawful for any common 
carrier subject to Part II of the 
Interstate Commerce Act to enter 


unduly restrain 


into any pooling agreement with- 
out Commission approval. 

Section 5(1) of the Act provides 
that, upon application, and to the 
extent indicated by the Commis- 
sion and subject to such terms and 
conditions as it finds to be just and 
reasonable, the Commission may 


approve a pooling or division of 
traffic, 


earnings, or of any portion thereof. 


service, or gross or net 

It must be established to the 
Commission’s satisfaction that the 
arrangement will be in the interest 
of better service to the public, or 
will result in economy of opera- 
tions, and will not unduly restrain 
competition. The arrangement also 
must be assented to by the carriers. 

Two of these pooling plans have 
been approved by the ICC for 
household goods carriers. Another 
is being considered. Pooling plans 


have not been approved for any 








other type of motor carrier of 
property, although there are sev- 
eral in the passenger field. 


The Pooling Plan 

In the pooling plans of house- 
hold goods carriers, the agents 
must be carriers in order to par- 
ticipate in the pooling agreement. 
However, there can be noncarrier 
booking and hauling agents not 
covered by the pooling plan. 

The pooling plans in operation 
possess some similarity but are not 
identical. A typical plan stipulates 
the conditions under which the 
booking and surrender of ship- 
ments to the principal are handled. 

There are four types of situa- 
tions which are covered: 

1. If the shipper requests service 
by the principal, the traffic is 
booked with the principal regard- 
less of whether the movement 
could be made under the agent’s 
operating authority; 

2. If the shipment is within the 
agent’s scope of authority, but it 
finds it more economical to have 
the principal make the movement 
it may book the traffic to the latter; 

3. If the agent books traffic for 
transportation by itself, but later 
finds the movement can be made 
more rapidly and economically by 
the principal, it may surrender 
such traffic at its discretion; 

1. All shipments booked by the 
agent calling for service outside 
its operating authority are sur- 
rendered to the principal. 

Traffic which is booked by the 
principal directly is handled in the 
same manner as traffic booked for 
it by an agent—provided the 
agent’s equipment and facilities 
are used. 

Whenever the principal elects to 
transport household goods booked 
by it under its own authority and 
in its own fleet of equipment, the 
earnings derived therefrom _be- 
come part of the general funds cf 
the principal. The funds are dis- 
tributed to carrier agents who are 
stockholders. Dividends paid to 
stockholder agents are based upon 
the number of shares each owns. 
A pooling of net earnings results. 

Each agreement specifies the 
compensation to agents for book- 
ing under the agency arrangement.

Transportation Holds 
Challenge for Youth 


Adventure still with us, prize-winning essay 


of Associated Traffic Clubs of America says

HE WORD transportation 

is almost synonymous with 
progress in the development of 
this country. This has given 
rise to trends in transportation 
to meet the needs of a rapidly 
expanding civilization. 

Progress has never been 
made without obstacles. Thus 
has it been in transportation. 

Would anyone wish to enter 
a field which did not present a 
challenge? No. 

The glamorous and adventur- 
ous era in transportation still 
is with us. 

When a youth desires a 
career in transportation, but 
hesitates because of a carrier 
“battle of survival,” it should 
be pointed out that all business 
is highly competitive. 

The following shows how a 
carrier may meet competition 
by increased efficiency and 
economy: In 1955 a new record 
was established in ton miles 
per freight train hour, while 
active passenger locomotives 
showed a new high in average 
miles per day. This has been 
accomplished principally by the 
dieselization program. 

The traffic manager must fur- 
nish other departments with 
traffic and transportation infor- 
mation and make them aware 
of the need for it. A traffic de- 
partment must be interested in 
transportation costs, whether 


paid by the company or its cus- 
tomers. That involves being 
actively concerned with what 
effect the traffic department 
policies are having upon the 
sales and purchasing depart- 
ments. 

The purchasing department 
is to be supplied with rate quo- 
tations, routes, and routings. 
Also, consolidating or pooling 
less-than-carload and_ truck 
load shipments must be devel- 
oped. 

Approved courses in indus- 
trial traffic management are 
available in some 94 colleges 
and universities in the U. S. 

In addition, a few colleges 
and universities have held 
transportation institutes of two 
or three-weeks duration. 

Among the colleges and uni- 
versities which have conducted 
these institutes are the Ameri- 
can University, Washington, 
D. C., and the University of 
Minnesota, Minneapolis.

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ALUMINUM DRUMS 


Alcoa offers several types of alumi- 
num drums of which the two shown 
in Fig. 5 are examples. Another type, 
not shown, has the bung located on 
the bilge between the two rolling 
hoops. The weight of the drum at 
the left in the sketch varies from 
79% to 68% Ib, according to the 
thickness of the shell. The one at 
right weighs but 33 lb. 


HANDLING 


Although metal drums are rigid and 
sturdily constructed they are subject 
to denting, especially when made of 
light gage metal.

SHIPPING PAILS 


Shipping pails are _ small-sized 
drums. The Steel Shipping Container 
Institute recommends two—one a 5- 
gal tight head, the other a 5-gal or 
35-lb lug-cover universal pail. The 
latter has a wire bail (handle) with 
or without a wooden grip. Both have 
approximately the same dimensions— 
12 in. dia, 138 12/in. high. Both have 
chimes. They weigh about 5 lb. The 
tight head type has straight sides, 
but the lug cover variety has a bead 


near the top as shown in Fig. 7. 

Because of their relatively small 
dimensions, these containers are han- 
dled in much the same way as kegs. 
Like kegs they have chimes, but their 
sides are not bulging. In the follow- 
ing text, the methods described for 
kegs can also be applied to pails. They 
never are handled on wheel conveyors, 
but on rollers: or belts. They fre- 
quently are unitized and handled on 
skids or pallets.

FIBER DRUMS AND THEIR HANDLING CHARACTERISTICS 


Contrasted with wooden barrels and 
steel drums, fiber drums have straight, 
cylindrical sides as shown in Fig. 6 
They come in a wide range of sizes. 
One manufacturer produces them in 
from 1- to 60-gal capacities. Some 
are made of all fiber, others have 
fiber sidewalls, and wooden or metal 
headings. 

When a metal retaining ring is used 
in the construction, a false bottom is 
created, which means that such con- 
tainers cannot be moved on wheels. 
Another handling characteristic is 
that, although fiber drums are strong, 
they can be crushed. Manufacturers 
advise their being moved through the 
air by slings rather than hooks which 
may damage the tops and bottoms.

Suppose, for a sample problem, 
that 10 tons of palletized goods 
loaded 2,000 lb per pallet are to be 
transported 1000 ft each trip be- 
tween the end of a packaging line 
and the warehouse.

A drawbar pull of 460 Ib, as- 
suming 40 lb pull to the ton, will 
be needed if floor conditions are 
ideal. When this figure is doubled 
to 920-lb drawbar pull to allow for 
practical floor conditions and light 
grades, the Drawbar Pull Vs. 
Speed Curve (see accompanying 
chart) shows that a unit such as 
a standard Mercury Banty will 
tractor the load at about 6 mph. 

At this speed, the 1000-ft haul 
will take about two minutes. Load- 
ing, unloading, return trips, and 
traffic conditions will add consid- 
erably to this figure. A conserva- 
tive number of trips will be six 
per hour. 

Investment costs are $2500 for 
the tractor and $1500 for the 15 
trailers.

booking on the basis of a percent- 
age of the gross transportation 
revenue. 

One agreement pays a flat 25 per 
cent. The other provides 15 per 
cent on shipments weighing less 
than 1,000 lb, and 20 per cent on 
shipments weighing more than 
1,000 lb and those booked for 
transportation under Section 22. 

The pooling case now being con- 
sidered grants from 10 to 28 per 
cent. The amount depends upon 
origin and destination points. 

There are three bases used or 
proposed—one based on a stated 
amount, one on weight, and one on 
geographical location. 

Another part of the pooling 
agreement is that under which 
hauling agents are compensated 
for the equipment they furnish. 
The plans provide that the com- 
pensation will be a percentage of 
gross revenue. This varies both in 
different agreements and within 
agreements depending upon con- 
ditions. 

One agreement provides a pay- 
ment of 50 to 60 per cent and 65 to 
75 per cent, adjusted to the weight 
of the shipment. The other pro- 
vides 76.5 per cent of gross trans- 
portation revenue which is secured 
on all shipments transported at 
published tariff rates on shipments 
of 1,000 lb or less, and 71.5 per 


cent of gross transportation rev- 
enue in the case of shipments of 
more than 1,000 lb and those 
transported under Section 22. 

In the proposed pooling agree- 
ment, the compensation to the 
agents would be not less than 65 
per cent and not more than 78 per 
cent. It would depend upon the 
geographical points of origin and 
destination of each shipment and 
the individual agreements. 
Compensation in this instance 
would not be less than 21 cents

per mile. 

Vehicles are operated solely and 
exclusively for the principal under 
the pooling except 
when transportation is performed 
in the agent’s name as permitted 
in the agreements. Agents furnish 
drivers, bear the expense of all op- 
erating state licenses, and pay all 
direct expenses. These expenses 
include gasoline, oil, and tires 
incident to the operation of the 
equipment. 

Each plan provides for agents 
to be compensated for the per- 
formance of accessorial services 
on shipments which are trans- 
ported under the principal’s name 
in the agent’s vehicles. The agents 
retain 80 per cent for packing, 20 
per cent for unpacking, and 100 
per cent on all other services. ®

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WAREHOUSING 


Can a city, county, or state 

tax stored goods owned by a 

member of the armed forces? 

tecently the writer talked with 
several warehousemen while traveling 
through Southern States. A question 
arose as to whether or not a state, 
county, or city can tax goods owned 
by a person in military service. Late 
higher court decisions involving this 
subject indicate that the answer is: 
Generally no, if the goods are situ- 
ated in a state not the permanent 
residence of the owner. 

Obviously immunity to taxation can 
arise only under United States, state, 
county or city laws. Many legal ex- 
perts have contended that the validity 
of laws of this nature will not be up- 
held by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Nevertheless, recently 
the Supreme Court upheld the validity 
of a United States Statute which 
makes persons in military service im- 
mune to state taxation. 

For example, in D v. B—-, 
S. Ct. 721, a United States statute was 
litigated which provides that, for the 
purpose of taxation no person shall 
be deemed to have lost his regular 
residence or domicile by reason of 
being absent in military service. This 
statute further provides that the per- 
sonal property of such person shall 
not be “deemed to be located or pres- 
ent in” the state in which he per- 
forms military service. 

D—— was in the Air Force. He 
was assigned to duty at Lowry Field, 
near Denver. While in Colorado, tax- 
ing officials of this state assessed a 
tax on his personal property, which at 
that time was in the state. D—— paid 
the tax under protest, and sued to 
recover. He proved that for many 
years he was, and at the present time 
is, a citizen and a resident of the state 
of Louisiana. He contended that in 
view of the above mentioned United 
States statute the state of Colorado 
could not tax any of his personal 
property, irrespective of its nature, 
or location.

The Supreme Court of the United 
States directed the State of Colorado 
to return to D - the money he paid 
for taxation of his personal property 
and chattels situated in Colorado. The 
Court said: 

“The constitutionality of federal 
legislation exempting servicemen from 
the substantial burdens of seriate tax- 
ation by the states in which they may 
be required to be present by virtue of 
their service, cannot be doubted.” 

The Court also explained that the 
law is applicable to all merchandise, 
whether or not he uses the property 
merely for personal purposes, or for 
business purposes.

Is it possible to collect 

overdue charges from members 

of the military services? 

A warehouseman has asked “What 
should warehousemen know about 
the law pertaining to collection from 
persons in the military service of 
overdue storage charges for stored 
goods?” 

In order to properly start legal pro- 
cedure to collect overdue charges 
from military personnel, the ware- 
houseman must file a suit against the 
debtor. If the serviceman is financially 
able to pay his debt, the court may 
order immediate payment. (See Sec- 
tion 531.) The laws are not to protect 
servicemen who can, and are able to 
pay. On the other hand, a warehouse- 
man cannot foreclose a storage lien 
during the time the serviceman is in 
service, and three months thereafter, 
except on court order. 

If the serviceman cannot pay, the 
court may: 

1. Stay the proceedings, or, 

2. Make any other reasonable dis- 
position of the case. 

Section 53S provides one year im- 
prisonment and $1,000 fine for viola- 
tion of these laws. 

Where a man could not pay over- 
due charges before entering the mili- 
tary service (52 N.Y.S. 862 — 44 
N.Y.S. (2d) 4) the courts held that 
he is protected, but as above men- 
tioned, his protection is limited. 

For the complete law on Storage 
of Goods—See Section 302 or 532— 
Appendix United States Code. One 
provides that if a serviceman signs a 
contract after he is in service, he is 
accordingly obligated unless a court 
has previously made an order dis- 
posing of the controversy. 

If a warehouseman has expectation 
of foreclosing a lien he must prove 
that military service does not affect 
the man’s ability to pay (See 46 
N.Y.S. 420). The court may order a 
serviceman to pay by installment, if 
he cannot pay cash as agreed in 
original contract. (45 N.Y.S. 576.)

What are the laws governing 


use tax or gross receipts tax 
on interstate business? 


Recently a reader asked, “Can a 
state in any way tax interstate busi- 
ness? How about taxing a corpora- 
tion which delivers merchandise into 
the state?” A few months ago a 
higher court answered these questions. 

In T—— v. R—— Furniture Co., 
268 S. W. (2d) 376, testimony showed 
facts as follows: 

The R—— Furniture Co. is a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of 
the State of Tennessee. It does not 
own nor maintain a place of business 
in the state of Arkansas. Neither does 
it have agents or salesmen who solicit 


business in Arkansas. 


This corporation transacts inter- 


state business with purchasers in the 
state of Arkansas in the following 
manner: 

1. Purchasers in Arkansas and 
other states come to the corporation’s 
plant in Memphis, and purchase and 
pay for various kinds of merchandise; 

2. Purchasers in Arkansas and 
other states use the Federal postal 
service or interstate telephone service 
and offer to purchase merchandise 
from the corporation in Tennessee. 

The taxing authorities in Arkansas 
contended that the corporation is li- 
able to the state for a Gross Receipts 
Tax when sales of merchandise were 
made by the corporation to various 
residents of Arkansas. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
corporation need not pay taxes to the 
state of Arkansas, and said: 

“The place of business is in Tennes- 
see. The firm does not have any agents 
or salesmen traveling in 
In each

Arkansas. 
instance the sale to the Ar- 
resident was completed in 
Tennessee, and the only time R ~ 
Co., or any of its employes, ever en- 
tered the state of Arkansas, was 
when the truck brought the articles 
into Arkansas for delivery.” 

For other court cases involving 
similar tax law see: Miller Bros. Co. 
v. State of Maryland, 347 U.S. 340, 
74 S. Ct. 535; McLeod v. Dilworth 
Co. 322 U.S. 327; General Trading 
Co. v. State Tax Commission, 322 
U.S. 335; Norton Co. v. Dept. of 
Revenue of State of Ill. 340 U.S. 53 

Notwithstanding this decision, the 
Supreme Court has held that a cor- 
poration or other seller is liable for 
payment of the “use tax” on all mer- 
chandise shipped into a foreign state. 
In this case the testimony showed 
that the corporation employs 
representatives who travel in the state 
and solicit orders from purchasers. 
The merchandise is delivered by the 
corporation to common carriers who 
deliver the merchandise to the pur- 


} 
enasers. 


sales 
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With the exception of employment 
of traveling salesmen who solicit 
orders and sales contracts from pur- 
chasers, the corporation transacts 
strictly interstate business in the 
state. 

The higher court decided that this 
corporation is liable for payment of 
use tax on all merchandise shipped 
into the state because its traveling 
salesmen solicited and took orders 
from purchasers. This court said: 

“The regular use of traveling sales- 
men in the taxing state makes the 
seller liable for the collections of the 
use tax. There is a wide gulf between 
this type of active and aggressive op- 
eration within a taxing state and the 
delivery of goods sold at an out-of- 
state store with no solicitation othe 
than the incidental effects of general 
advertising.” 


If a warehouseman holds a valid 
lien on stored goods, can he sell 
them to secure unpaid charges? 


According to a late higher court 
decision if a warehouseman holds a 
valid lien on stored goods he may 


Tape Cuts Cost 


Palletizing 18 cartons, each contain- 
ing 80 lb of paper, and strapping the 
loads with pressure-sensitive tape has 
resulted in savings for a New York 
paper manufacturer. Palletized car- 
tons are shipped by truck 175 miles. 
Three-hundred and twenty-four car- 
tons, tiered two-high on each pallet, 
constitute a truckload. Previously a 
fork truck brought a pallet-load to 
the street truck where the driver and 
two plant men, working two hours, 
loaded by hand. The fork-truck oper- 
ator alone can now deliver and stow 
the complete truckload in half an 
hour 


sell them to secure unpaid charges, 
irrespective of who has legal title to 
the goods. 

For illustration, in F—— Co. v. 

F—— Warehouse Co., 39 Atl (2d) 
235, it was shown that a _ person 
named D—— purchased certain fur- 
niture. He paid the seller a down 
payment and signed a usual condi- 
tional contract of sale in which he 
agreed to pay the seller stipulated 
monthly payments. In this contract 
the seller retained legal ownership 
and title to the furniture. However, 
the seller failed to record this con- 
tract, according to the laws of the 
state. Soon afterward D—— stored 
the furniture in a warehouse. About 
four months after the goods were 
deposited by D—— with the ware- 
houseman, the informed the 
warehouseman that D—— was a 
conditional purchaser in default and 
demanded possession of the furniture. 
The warehouseman refused to de- 
liver up the furniture, unless the 
warehouse charges were paid. 

Negotiations for a settlement be- 
tween the warehouseman and the 
seller continued for several months 
until the warehouseman finally sold 
the furniture at public auction for 
the overdue storage charges. The 
seller sued the warehouseman to re- 
cover the value of the furniture. The 
sole issue for determination of the 
court was whether the title of the 
seller, who failed to record his con- 
ditional sale contract, was para- 
mount to the lien of the warehouse- 


seller 


man. 

The higher court held the ware- 
houseman not liable, saying: 

“Can a warehouseman who admit- 
tedly has a lien on goods stored with 
him by virtue of the Warehouse 
Receipts Act be considered a pledge 
within the meaning of the Condi- 
tional Sales Act? It is the opinion 
of this court that he can.” 

Another important legal question 
presented the Court in this case was 
whether the warehouseman’s lien 
was altered because he continued to 
keep the goods in storage after he 
was informed that D—— was not 
legal owner of the goods. In this re- 
spect the court said: 

“The fact that the warehouseman 
continued to store the goods after 
learning of the existence of the con- 
tract in no way alters defendant’s 
position.” 

Therefore, according to this higher 
court decision a warehouseman who 
in good faith accepts encumbered 
goods for storage does not lose or 
forfeit his lien by keeping the goods 
in storage. Hence, if the holder of 
an unrecorded mortgage, or condi- 
tional contract of sale, learns that a 
warehouseman has accepted the 
goods for storage it is his duty to 
pay the warehouseman the accrued 
storage charges before demanding 
possession of the goods.

Selection of a warehouse, especially if it is to 
be a key distribution point, requires the same care- 
ful consideration as the selection of industrial sites, 
branch offices, and sales representatives. 

Many factors influence choice. First there is the 
area in which the warehouse is located. Then differ- 
ences such as transportation facilities, switching, 
sidings, dock areas, pool car service, handling 
equipment, temperature and humidity control, 
showrooms, and local cartage influence the choice. 
Some warehouses have many of these facilities, 
others have all. 

To aid readers with selection, DISTRIBUTION 
AGE editors have, in the following pages, at- 


tempted to list the important specific services of 
public warehouses in the United States and 
Canada. Every listing has been checked and 
brought up to date as of press time.
